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THE TRUDEAU SANATORIUM 
and 
THE EDWARD L. TRUDEAU FOUNDATION 


The Trudeau Sanatorium was founded in 1884 by the late Dr. 
Edward L. Trudeau to help self-supporting people suffering from 
tuberculosis. 

The institution was definitely intended for those who could only 
pay part of the cost. The deficit in maintenance is and always has 
been made up by annual gifts from the public and the income from 
endowment funds. The charges to patients average three-quarters of 
the cost, but from 15 to 20 per cent receive further assistance from 
the Free Bed Funds. Additional endowment for the general mainte- 
nance and for the Free Bed Funds is greatly needed, and legacies are 
desired to strengthen the now enlarged institution. 


The following brief summary sets forth the objects and departments 
of the institution as now carried on: 


1. The Trudeau Sanatorium is for the treatment of favorable types 
of pulmonary tuberculosis and for patients ot limited means. The 
full capacity is 185 beds. 


2. The D. Ogden Mills Training School for Nurses, established in 
1912,1s for the training of young women who have arrested tuberculosis 
as well as qualified healthy women who desire special training. 


3. The Edward L. Trudeau Foundation is an endowment fund in 
memory of Dr. Trudeau, established in 1916, for the support of 
research and teaching in tuberculosis. The fund is devoted to the 
following purposes: fee 


a. The Trudeau School of Tuberculosis for the instruction of 
physicians, gives a six weeks’ postgraduate course covering the 
modern diagnosis and treatment of tuberculosis. 


b. A system of Fellowships for study and research in the sana- 
torium and laboratories, which provide support for young physi- 
cians and scientists while undergoing treatment. 
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c. The Research and Clinical Laboratory, located at the Sana- 
torium, containing facilities for the study of bacteriology, chemistry 
and pathology. It includes a large medical library. 


d. A department for Statistics, and for recording annual reports 
of patients. 


e. The Saranac Laboratory for the Study of Tuberculosis, located 
in the village of Saranac Lake, which was formerly the private 
research laboratory of Dr. Trudeau, and is now the headquarters 
of the Trudeau School and of pathological study. 


Annexed to the Saranac Laboratory is the John Black Reading 
Room and Medical Library, which serves the Trudeau School and 
Fellows as well as the village physicians and where lectures are 


_ given. 


THE PRESIDENTS REPORT 


The completion of the forty-sixth year of the activities of the 
Trudeau Sanatorium records another year of service to patients and 
contributions to the advancement of scientific knowledge. 


A larger number of patients was treated than in any previous year 
in the history of the institution, with the restoration to health of a 
very considerable proportion. The medical and scientific staff have 
continued the previous high standard of important productive effort. 
The plant itself has been improved considerably, notably by the com- 
pletion of Reid House, and the policy of prompt and adequate 
attention to repairs and upkeep has been continued. In plant, equip- 
ment, personnel and quality of service, the high Trudeau standard 
has been fully maintained. 


The details of these accomplishments are admirably summarized in 
Dr. Baldwin’s report, a careful study of which is recommended to 
all friends of the Sanatorium. To the generosity of these friends, of 
course, Trudeau owes its existence and its development. The Trustees 
are gratefully conscious of this splendid support which encourages 
them to continue a policy of increased and improved service, with 
confidence that approval and necessary financial backing will follow. 


Dr. Baldwin presents the major building needs as a physicians’ 
cottage, an amusement pavilion and an addition to the laboratory. 
I would wish to emphasize again the need of additional support of 
the Free Bed Fund. At no time in recent years has the burden of 
chronic illness been more difficult to bear than now and the need for 
financial assistance is very great among the class which is ordinarily 
self-supporting and which in his wisdom Dr. Trudeau originally 
planned the Sanatorium especially to help. 


The response to the extraordinary demands of this year upon a 
generous American public has been inspiring. We feel confident that 
our appeal for additional contributions to this fund, which makes it 
possible for us to help where and when it will be most effective, will 
be similarly received.

ANNUAL REPORT “OF “THE CHAIRMAN OF ‘THE 
EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE AND VICE-PRESIDENT 
OF THE TRUDEAU SANATORIUM 


AT THE ANNUAL MEETING, NOVEMBER 10, 1930 


The customary annual review of the progress and operation of the 
Sanatorium brings a sense of increasing satisfaction which is tempered, 
however, by the passing of some of the older friends of the institution. 

The forty-sixth year sees many new buildings completed and in 
full use. The general aspect of the Sanatorium has taken on an ap- 
pearance of permanence, especially due to the new Reid House which 
greets the visitor near the south entrance of the grounds. The James 
Memorial Staff Building, the Blumenthal Cottage for patients and 
Reid House for nurses, are all of substantial construction, providing 
not only necessary rooms but luxury for the inmates. The grounds 
and drives show the devoted work of Mrs. Armstrong who has mani- 
fested unerring skill and taste in the gardens of flowers and shrubs. 

It now remains to make certain the continuation of the standards 
set for the care of those most burdened with misfortune when ill, the 
young salaried man or woman or the young professional worker with 
very slender resources or none at all. 

This report will show the loyal support furnished thus far by the 
friends of Dr. Trudeau. The regret is inevitable that as the years 
grow, death is removing them. Among the founders who were closely 
identified with the launching of Doctor Trudeau’s experiment was 
Mrs. Anson Phelps Stokes, who passed away in June. Both in money 
and buildings Mrs. Stokes contributed to the establishment and main- 
tenance during the struggling years and, with her family, has never 
failed to sustain that faith by aid throughout the history of Trudeau. 
Another early and constant supporter has passed away, Mrs. A. W. 
Dickson whose summers were spent on the Upper St. Regis. I should 
not neglect to mention the death of one of Dr. Trudeau's contempor- 
aries, Dr. Vincent Y. Bowditch, a devoted admirer and, like Dr. 
Trudeau, a victim of tuberculosis, yet a pioneer in establishing the 
Sharon Sanatorium near Boston. They had much in common in 
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meeting prejudice and overcoming it when founding their sanatoria. 
One of the earliest physicians of Saranac Lake to assist Dr. Trudeau 
was Dr. C. F. Wicker who died last February. An old and respected 
employee, Mr. Warren Kinney, also passed away after a life-time of 


service. 


Maintenance Cost. The year 1929-30 shows large expenditures, 
but with increased income from patients due to more beds being oc- 
cupied the deficit was kept within $2200 of the budget estimate. 
The total was 525 as compared with 499 the preceding year. Of 
these, 336 were discharged. The daily average was 187, the largest 
of any year. Former patients in need of rest were also taken in for | 
summer vacations in greater numbers because of their straightened 
circumstances, thus raising the dining room census to an average of 
243 per day. Older buildings were thus fully utilized. The per 
capita cost was $25.43 per.week, a considerable increase over 1929 and 
due chiefly to increased salaries and extra nursing. The food cost 
was $0.2802 per meal. 


The conscientious and efficient work of Miss Agnes Duggan de- 
serves mention, as well as the experienced management of Mr. Arm- 
strong in carrying the many exacting details. An experienced dietician 
was engaged last winter but she resigned after a trial owing to con- 
flicts in authority. Under our present organization it appears im- 
practicable to place the dining room and kitchen under direction of a 
dietician. . 

Employed Patients. Assistance was rendered by employment to 
more than 100 persons after convalescence. Their earnings were 
$25,000 to $30,000. In this way some nurses undergoing treatment 
_ were very helpful. Besides the paid work, we gratefully acknowledge 
much voluntary assistance. 


Donations to the General Fund were $23,289.00; for special objects, 
$8,060.00, besides donations for buildings. Considering the business 
situation there has been a falling off or postponement of the usual gifts 
in many cases, but we are thankful that so many were received.

Free Bed Fund. Although an effort was made to restrict the grant 
of free bed privileges, it has been a year when pleas were difficult to 
refuse. The income from donations and interest was a little less than 
in 1929 ($12,425.86) and the assistance given amounted to $14,125.27 
for 48 patients, leaving a deficit of practically $1700.00. Fortunately 
an additional gift of $10,000.00 has been paid in toward the Free 
Bed Endowment, in memory of Mrs. Bessie Taylor Oropallo. The 
Alumni Free Bed Fund amounted to $585.32. 

Construction and Improvements. Many permanent improvements 
have been made beside the routine replacements under our super- 
intended of buildings, Mr. Joseph Hayes. The following are the most 


important:

This work has been accomplished by Superintendent Armstrong 
out of our General Fund aided by additional income from patients 
during the summer. The total outlay was approximately $13,745.42. 

The new concrete garage kindly provided by Mrs. Walter B. James 
for the Memorial Staff Building is also nearing completion. 

Reid House. The new nurses’ home was completed and dedicated 
August 28th. Thirty nurses are now housed most comfortably. Mrs. 
Reid placed the furnishing in charge of Mrs. Florence Ferguson and 
the photographs reproduced show with what excellent taste the task 
has been performed. The donor has further authorized the complete 
renovation of the old Nurses’ Home and the grading and ornamen- 
tation of the grounds about both buildings. This fulfills the needs of 
the institution in a most substantial way worthy of the generous spirit 
of Mrs. Reid. Work is still in progress on the old Home. 

The Blumenthal Cottage. Mr. Hugo Blumenthal of New York 
planned a cottage as a memorial to disabled nurses some years ago. It 
is now occupied by such patients and is one of the most perfect build- 
ings possible for the purpose. It has six rooms and can house eight 
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"patients. The tablet at the entrance proclaims (as seen in the front 
page) the purpose and the donor, to whom it is also a most fitting 
tribute. 

Medical Report. With the opening of the Medical Staff Building 
and Blumenthal Cottage, room for additional patients has been avail- 
able. The report shows that in the past year 525 patients were treated, 
of whom 336 were discharged, the maximum ever reached. Two 
hundred and thirty-nine remained an average of eight months, while 
31 convalescents were permitted to remain still longer, though not 
more than one year. Patients were classified as follows:

The average daily census was 187. 


Medical Staff. The institution has enjoyed the conscientious de- 
votion of all the medical staff, including the present Medical Director, 
Dr. F. H. Heise, Dr. John Steidl who became first assistant after 
serving a year as intern, Dr. A. G. Hahn, Dr. George C. Crump, and 
Dr. Robert H. Browning, together with the visiting physicians, Drs. 
Trudeau, Packard, and Hayes. On the resignation of Dr. Brown the 
responsibility has been increased for his successor, as his counsel had 
guided the treatment for many years. Our confidence in Dr. Heise 
has been fully justified, while the problems of treatment have multi- 
plied. Dr. W. H. Oatway and Dr. W. S. Schwartz, finished their 
internships and left for other fields. One admirable young man, Dr. 
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Paul Gleim, always seriously ill yet attempting to help, has since 
passed away. 

The following physicians have rendered medical service: Dr. Andre 
Cournand, Dr, Beatrice Lovett, Dr. G. E. C..Logan; Dr. R..W. 
Calder, Dr. W. W. Woodruff and Dr. M. G. Buckles. 


Dental Department. We continue to enjoy the skilled service of 
Dr. Joseph L. Carr although he divides his time with us and his office 
in the Village. 

The D. Ogden Mills Training School for Nurses. The past year 
has been singularly hard for our nurses by reason of illnesses. The 
previous classes have compared favorably with those of schools of 
nursing which do not receive ex-patients. The care in selection has 
been diligent but relapse was experienced in five of our pupils who 
could not stand the strain. This has raised the question whether the 
school should hereafter take only non-tuberculous pupils. The matter 
has been investigated carefully and whenever suitable candidates apply, 
it appears a good policy to accept non-tuberculous pupils. It is be- 
lieved that with the Reid House, the new home for nurses, a larger 
number of non-tuberculous pupils can be secured. Our superin- 
tendent, Miss Sawtell, reports that out of twenty applicants only 
seven were selected as suitable last year. Nine have been graduated 
and eighteen remain in the school. The annual graduation address 
was given by Dr. Ransom 8S. Hooker of New York. Owing to the high 
school graduate standard adopted by our school, fewer applicants can 
qualify educationally, yet the best prepared students are needed for 
present day standards of nursing, and this policy seems the only 
proper standard. 


Postgraduate Course in Tuberculosis for Nurses. Inasmuch as our 
Superintendent of Nurses, Miss Sawtell, had noted a growing interest 
on the part of graduate nurses who desired to afhliate with our school 
for instruction in tuberculosis, it was decided to begin a four months’ 
graduate course in September. Eight nurses were accepted and we 
believe the plan to be of mutual advantage. There is much need for 
this course for those nurses entering the public health field and their 
health will be presumably good. ‘This plan also promises to furnish 
nursing service by stronger nurses and take the place of one new class 
of ex-patient nurses who have usually begun in August. If and when 
more healthy applicants apply for our undergraduate course, the post- 
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graduate course will be an alternative to the original plan of the school 
to train ex-patients. 

X-ray Department. It is a pleasure to report the continued growth 
and importance of this branch of the Sanatorium. The x-ray examin- 
ations have become the major dependence in diagnosis and prognosis. 
Last year an increase to approximately 8500 examinations was made. 
Eleven ex-patients are employed in the Laboratory under the direction 
of Mr. Sampson, the Roentgenologist. In the perfection of technique 
and in refinements of interpretation, the laboratory stands unexcelled, 
due mostly to his skill. To meet these conditions, new apparatus is 
constantly needed as improvements are introduced. The yearly ex- 
amination of the Saranac Lake schools covered 1500 children in 1930. 

The question of the safe storage of old inflammable films was easily 
solved by the erection of a steel automobile garage opposite the labora- 
tory. Safety films only are now used. 

The Research and Clinical Laboratory. The widespread interest in 
Dr. Petroff’s discoveries has continued and led to a series of invitations 
from scientific societies at home and abroad. He presented his studies 
on Calmette’s vaccinating culture BCG before the International Micro- 
biological Society in Paris, besides addressing meetings in England, 
Scotland and Germany. Thanks to the active interest of the Rocke- 
feller Institute in tuberculosis research, a grant of $10,000. a year for 
five years has been given by the Rockefeller Foundation. This is in 
recognition of the advances made by Dr. Petroff and is to further his 
studies. With the support continued from the Lillia Babbitt Hyde > 
Foundation and from other friends, the laboratory will be able to 
carry a full staff, even more than for the room now available. The 
necessity for enlarging the building is therefore growing and at the 
same time for more room for the x-ray department and medical library 
in the same building. The following workers formed the staff last — 
year: Mr. F. B. Cooper, chemist; Miss Carol Fisher, research patho- 
logist; Thomas Jordan and Dr. Ernst Schnieder, fellows; Miss Marjorie 
Smith and Mr. William Steenken, bacteriologists. Many visitors 
worked for short periods; also many students during the Trudeau 
School session. 7 

Dr. Petroff is co-operating with the Johns Hopkins Pediatric clinic 
by furnishing sterilized tubercle bacilli for the vaccination of infants 
from tuberculous parents. It is hoped and believed that a certain 
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degree of protection can be exerted for infants during the first year of 
life without risk of any kind from the vaccine. 

The Saranac Laboratory. Increasing interest and support has been 
given to the laboratory by public and private aid, especially through 
the enthusiasm of Dr. H. M. Kinghorn. I take this opportunity to 
thank him cordially. 

The outstanding work of Dr. Gardner, the director and pathologist, 
and his associate Mr. Donald E. Cummings, the chemist, will be 
published in our “Studies of the Trudeau Foundation” in a series of 
articles. At the International Congress on Silicosis held in South 
Africa in August, Dr. Gardner’s contribution was recognized as of 
the highest importance. He was present as one of two delegates from 
the United States selected by the International Labor Office of the 
League of Nations, and was therefore absent from the Laboratory 
during the summer. 

Additional members of the staff are: Dr. G. B. Dowd, Dr. Helen 
Evarts, Mr. Morris Dworski, Mr. James V. Luttrell, Mr. George C. 
Hulpritt, and two volunteer workers who have given their services for 
several years, Messrs. Andrew Redlin and Anthony Delahant. 

We are further indebted to Mrs. Frank B. Black for improvements 
in the heating plant, and to other friends, especially Dr. Packard and 
Dr. Price, among the local group for their support. A valuable 
electrical refrigerator was received through Mr. Cummings and the 
courtesy of Mr. Owen D. Young of the General Electric Company. 
We are most grateful for this mark of their interest. A new bacterio- 
logical incubator room donated by Dr. Kinghorn and his friends was 
constructed to meet the increased requirements. 


The Medical Library. The usefulness of this library increases in 
proportion to the research work in progress. Miss Margaret Hort, 
the librarian, with the assistance of Miss Hazel Van Dine and Miss 
Rachel Smith, has prepared many bibliographies and reference lists 
for the medical staff. There are now 4,758 bound volumes on the 
shelves. Other help has been given voluntarily by the Misses Marie 
Eybs and Dorothy Rogers. 


The Mellon Memorial Library. A general reorganization of this 
library under the direction of Miss Hort was carried out, and new 
electric fixtures have been installed. Over 600 volumes were added, 
making a total of 4,328 now catalogued. An increased circulation 
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among the patients has resulted from the accessions and improvements. 
A series of talks on books was given by Mr. Walter Briggs of Harvard 
University and Mrs. T. Konteynikoff with large attendances by the 
patients. Mr. William Stearns exhibited a collection of etchings and 
Dr. Max Koischwitz lectured on modern literature. Altogether the 
year was notable for interest in reading. Voluntary assistance was 
given by Miss Josephine Klick and Mr. Max Schwartz. Many books 
were donated through Mrs. Lawrason Brown’s help. Gifts of books 
and money are always welcome and lists of books will be sent to any 
person interested in supplying them. 

Scholfield Memorial Workshop. Miss Alma Pierce, directress, re- 
ports an active year during which 390 patients were instructed in a 
dozen different crafts. The most popular were leather tooling, silver 
and jewelry work. The assistants, Miss Hunt, Miss Schiefer and Miss 
Frank, as well as the volunteer helpers among the patients, deserve 

‘much commendation. Gifts by former patients are elsewhere men- | 
tioned. Grateful acknowledgement is due Mrs. Meredith Hare for - 
her continued support. 


The Baker Memorial Chapel. It is a regret to record the death of 
The Rev. Elmer P. Miller of St. Luke’s Church, Saranac Lake, who 
for several years has faithfully carried on the Episcopal services at 
Trudeau. His successors have been the Rev. Albert Auné, the Rev. 
Prescott Evarts, and the Rev. George Boys. Others who have offici- 
ated were the Rev. J. J. Paulson of Tupper Lake, Mr. Ted Mercer, 
Mr. Howard Kennedy, Rev. Dorothy Alger, Rev. John L. Cole and 
his successor, the Rev. F. W. Bevan of the Methodist Church. The Rev. 
Father O’Connell and Rev. H. W. Lyon continue. The latter delivered 
the annual address in memory of Dr. Trudeau. :We are indebted to 
the choirs and organists of the Episcopal and Presbyterian Churches 
for special services on Palm and Easter Sundays. 


Entertainments. The Thursday Evening Club has been active as 
in past years in devising musical and other programs. Motion 
pictures have been exhibited with small fireproof films in the parlor 
in lieu of a special auditorium for amusements, still much needed. 
Acknowledgements are due to the Lake Placid Club Boston Symphony 
Ensemble for their two annual concerts and to Mr. William Hain for 
songs; to the Riverdale School Glee Club, which delighted the audience 
on its annual visit; to Mr. Lewis Emery, baritone, and Mr. Stewart 
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Ross, pianist, for a complimentary concert arranged by Miss Eleanor 
Grey. Motion pictures were shown by Mr. Charles S. Barnet and Mr. 
W. F. Kollecker, and scenes portraying life in the Sanatorium were 
shown by the writer. Dr. James J. Walsh gave one of his delightful 
talks on “Old Treatments for Tuberculosis”, and Dr. Coman of the 
Byrd Antarctic Expedition described his experiences. | 

The Trudeau School, Sixteenth Session. This branch of the edu- 
cational work showed a sustained interest this year in the face of 
financial depression which affected physicians in many instances. 
Twenty-one doctors completed the course, six of whom were former 
patients. Thirteen states, Porto Rico and China were represented. 
The Sanatorium and Saranac Lake physicians continued to give their 
time freely for the courses of instruction. To them and to the visiting 
lecturers we are genuinely grateful. The visitors included the Presi- 
dent, Dr. James Alex. Miller, Prof. Evarts A. Graham of St. Louis, 
Dr. Edwards A. Park of Baltimore, and especially Dr. George Miller 
MacKee of New York, who also held a clinic for skin diseases. 

Trudeau Foundation. Support was given for varying periods to 
ten young physicians and students who, while under treatment, were 
able to engage in some work. 

Seven healthy third-year medical students were given two months’ 
service as interns during the summer, and supported by the Founda- 
tion. This feature has proven to be very popular and the opportunity 
to learn about tuberculosis appreciated. There were nine publications 
besides a second edition of the book on “Intestinal Tuberculosis” by 
Dr. Lawrason Brown and Mr. Homer L. Sampson. The first edition 
had been exhausted and much new material had been accumulated 
which was in demand. 

The addition to the capital funds on account of the Saranac Labora- 
tory to the sum of $60,284.41 is extremely gratifying, as are pledges 
for support already recéived. 

The directors of both laboratories report excellent progress.
